A Tenured Administrator 


With No Place To Go 


Edward P. Regan, who of- 
ficially lost his title as assistant 
superintendent of schools Mon- 
day, said this week he would 
accept nothing from the school 
committee ‘“‘less than what I 
had.”’ 

Regan was demoted by the 
committee in April, but 
Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert was expected to ask 
them last night for a tem- 
porary, three-month assign- 
ment for his former assistant. 

Details of the meeting, which 
was called to order after the 
July 3 TOWNSMAN went to 
press, will appear in next 
Thursday’s issue. 

Also expected to be on the 
agenda last night was a job 
description for a new, $15,000 to 
$18,000 personnel manager. 
That position, along with 
associate superintendent was 
created in the scuool com- 
mittee’s reorganization, which 


. began with the Regan demo- 


tion, 

Subsequently, the two assis- 
tant superintendent spots were 
abolished; the second job had 
remained unfilled in an 
economy move during budget 
hearings earlier this year.

Regan added this week that 
because he didn’t accept the 
dismissal, ‘‘I won't accept 
another position.’’ He did say, 
however, that he might stay un- 
til August 15 - the day by which 
a new associate superintendent 
is slated to be hired, ‘‘as a 
matter of course - for con- 
tinuity’s sake."’ 

He also said that as far as he 


was concerned, he was on 30- 
day notice, having resigned last 
week from the school system. 

“I have to resign,’’ he went 
on, ‘‘because I haven’t been 
fired and I haven’t been re- 
elected.” 

Regan, who still holds tenure 
as a principal, said he would 
accept ‘‘no project - no lesser 
position” than that of assistant 
superintendent. 

He added, however, that 
while he himself was through 
asking for a public hearing into 
the reasons for his demotion, he 
expected that another drive for 
an open hearing would be 
forthcoming. 

Representatives of the 
Massachusetts Association of 
Superintendents of Schools 
(Mass), a group that decided to 
fight for Regan’s case, were ex- 
pected to appear at last night’s 
meeting, as well as at Tuesday 
morning's hearing of the suit 
William Lane filed against the 
other members of the com- 
mittee for allegedly censuring 
him at a secret meeting. 

A MASS spokesman had said 
earlier that if the committee 
was found to have held secret

Sanitary District Gets Grant 


The U. S. Environmental 
Protection Agency has awarded 
the Greater Lawrence, 
Massachusetts, Sanitary District 
a $6,340,500 grant for the con- 
struction of wastewater treat- 
ment facilities. 


John A. S. MecGlennon, 
Regional EPA Administrator, 
explained that the funds will be 
used for the construction of two 
intercepting sewers, 72 to 96 in- 
ches in size, along the north and 
south banks of the Merrimack 
River and seven wastewater 
metering stations. He said that 
the project is for the continuation 
and completion of the District’s 
pollution abatement facilities in 
the Lawrence area. 


Presently under construction 
under a previously awarded EPA 
funded project are a 52 million 
gallons a day secondary 
wastewater treatment plant; 
pump station, force main and in- 
terceptor sewers. The proposed 
interceptors under this project, 
approximately 9,600 linear feet, 
extend from the confluence of the 
Spickett and Merrimack Rivers 
to the O’Leary Bridge. Each will 
be connected to sewers presently 
under construction. 


Mr. McGlennon noted that this 
project will result in the elimina- 
tion of existing raw industrial 
and municipal discharges. The 
intercepted wastewater will be 
transported for treatment to the

TOWNSMAN: 

Presently, visiting this lovely 
town of Andover, one can sense 
distress in the school organiza- 
tion. An educator can immediate- 
ly identify the factors associated 
with the symptoms of a school 
organization in distress through 
reading the local news. 
Reference to highly competent 
and qualified personnel leaving 
the school system, the removal 
of an assistant superintendent 
who has been characterized as 
performing effectively in a need- 
ed role, and the obvious conflict 
of educational philosophy 
between the beliefs of the 
educators and those represented 
by the school committee. 

This writer is an educator and 
recognizes the symptoms of a 
school district experiencing 
change and some of the pain 
associated with new direction. 
Many in this community (tax- 
payers, parents, educators, and 
above all the learners) must 
believe some form of historically 
sginificant educational 
phenomenon is occurring in the 
Andover Public: Schools. Those 
who are familiar with 
educational history and current 
trends will soon reassure the 
troubled individual that your 
community is not totally a- 
typical. Throughout the entire 
nation many school districts have 
sought change only to bring about 
total disaster. 

The writer foresees disaster 
for learners as the end result of 
existing conditions in the school 
community and would implore 
those who care about the learner 
to get involved and become 
dedicated to their welfare. Ap- 
parently the strength presently 
lies with those who believe that 
the existing characteristics of 
the Andover Public Schools lack 
in being responsive to the 
educational aspirations of the 
community. The writer en- 
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courages all interested com- 
munity residents to be sure the 
aforementioned impression is ac- 
curate. If this is the case, then, 
reexamine your goals, clearly 
define what it is that the com- 
munity desires for its learners, 
allow those who are closest to the 
detailed labors of the teaching - 
learning environment determine 
how to accomplish these com- 
munity educational aspirations, 
and above all recognize the need 
to be realistic, (what the com- 
munity is willing to support 
determines the authentic 
educational environment for the 
children of Andover). 

The writer realizes he 
represents an educational bias 
and asks the community to judge 
for themselves through asking: 
(1) where are we going? and (2) 
is this the appropriate direction? 

Appropriate wisdom may be 
found in sharing a quote once 
heard: ‘‘There are two types of 
fools, those who believe 
something old is definitely good 
and those who believe something 
that is new is therefore better.” 

Finally, the writer reminds all 
of the school’s first responsibility 
- the learner. With this focus 
attention must be given to 
provide an overall cooperative 
coordination of activities and ef- 
forts toward providing a linkage 
between and within schools to 
meet the goals of the Andover 
Public Schools.

Pa., Charlotte, 
N.C., Atlantic City (Amatol), 
N.J., Laurel, Md., Miami 
(Fulford-by-the-Sea), Fla., and, 
of course the cobble-stone sur- 
faced Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway which has always been 
the big daddy of American 
tracks. 

It is amazing, in retrospect, 
how quickly the board tracks 
were built. It was simply a 
matter of a couple of weeks. 

They were all of wood except 
for the steel-band guard rails. 
Millions of board feet of lumber 
and nails by the ton were moved 
onto the site, then teams of 
carpenters erected the frame 
and laid the racing surface itself 
which was fabricated of spruce 2 
x 4s laid on end and spiked. 

Two official racing dates were 
allotted to Rockingham, the 
Fourth of July and Columbus 
Day, which in those days was 
observed on October 12th. 

1924 through 1929 was the 
! golden age of the American rac- 
ing car. The Millers (particular- 
ly) and the Duesenbergs were 
fascinating jewels of autos. Lean 
and sleek, the straight eights dis- 
placed only 91.5 cubic inches in 
1926 with pistons slightly larger 
in diameter than the size of a 
halt-dollar. Yet, some of these 
engines developed a whopping

285 BHP at 8100 rpms. The front- 
wheel drive racer had made its 
appearance and was at Salem. 
Also new that year were the new 
balloon tires (30 x 5.25) which 
had replaced the troublesome 
cords. 

The greatest names in 
automobile racing tooled their 
cars in the New Hampshire 
seasonal heat and cold. Tommy 
Milton, Peter DePaolo, Harry 
Hartz, Leon Duray, Bob 
McDonough, Dave Lewis, Eddie 
Hearne, Earl Cooper, Ray 
Keech, Lou Meyer and one of the 
greatest of the all-timers, Frank 
Lockhart. 

The track was fast but 
developed a notorious bump com- 
ing out of the north turn entering 
the home stretch. This bump was 
later to play part in a tragedy 
which halted what has to be one 
of the great racing brushes of all 
time. Of that more later. 

The turns were said to be bank- 
ed at 45 degrees, though with a 
car at speed and high on the turn, 
it was possible to stand in the in- 
field and see the driver’s legs 
within the car, the racer being 
near perpendicular to the ground 
surface. Qualification times 
ranged up into the 130 mph 
brackets though we recall stan- 
ding in the brisk Indian Summer 
twilight of 1927 and seeing Frank 
Lockhart turn a lap at 146 plus 
miles per hour. 


After winning the Indy 500 asa 
rookie in 1926, Lockhart became 
the luminary of tracks 
everywhere. He was fearless and 
skilled at the wheel. In the gar- 
ages he was said to be an artist 
with machinist’s tools. It was he 
who refined the idea of the inter- 
cooler, which function was _ to 
cool the gas-air mixture being 
fed to the carburetor under 
pressure by the supercharger. 

In supercharging, the mixture 
heated and expanded, weakening 
the power punch delivered on the 


piston, By cooling the mixture 
Lockhart produced more charged 
volume per cubie inch and 
therefore greater potency to the 
power stroke. With his Miller 
thus refined, he was able to turn 
a lap of 148 mph on the fast, 1'2 
\tlantic City board track. His in

national driving champion in 
1925. Harry Hartz was national 
champ in 1926 and rode with a big 
blue 1 on his gray Erskine-Miller 
front drive.

The 
equipment for the confrontation 


was superb and this was to be a. 


reckoning with the brash young 
Lockhart. From the pole position 
Lockhart led, but the two 
national champs were on his 
tailpipe. 

For lap after lap, the prover- 
bial blanket could have covered 
the three cars. DePaolo and 
Hartz edging up and passing, 
then being passed. In the 
northeast corner Hartz, on the 
outside scraped the guard rail 
and correcting quickly, rubbed 
hubs with Lockhart causing the 
latter to fish-tail into the turn and 
things looked bad right then. 
However, the young leader cooly 
held on, righted the car and 
stepped on it.“Something had to 
give and it did on the 53rd lap. 
Hartz coming into the home 
stretch came down from high on 
the track to avoid the bump, had 
his path obstructed by a slower 
car and got down into the dirt 
apron. Ina flash he was sideways 
and whirled high into the air (no 
safety belts in those days). 
Struck by the hurtling car, the 
driver finally came to a stop in 
front of the pits while the 
stricken car described a half cir- 
cle on the track surface spewing 
a stream of gasoline clear across 
the track. A muffled explosion ig- 
nited a curtain of fire through 
which the racers drove on until 
the red flag halted the race. That 
was the end of Hartz as a driver, 
though he returned many years 
to Indianapolis as a car owner 
and mechanic to win several of 
the big races. Lockhart went on 
to win the restarted race and to 
later meet his death on the sands 
of Daytona Beach in April of 1928 
questing for the world land speed 
record.

A week ago, some members of the school cornmittee, 
in their zealous attempt to impose new guidelines on An- 
dover’s school system, refused to grant some depart- 


ment heads salary increases, 


based on test scores. 


If this be the entire reason for failure to regard a 
teacher or administrator then the guideline is very poor. 

To determine the net worth of an educator, based on 
test scores, is indeed to use an inadequate yardstick. 

Quite possibly, and in more cases than not, a group 
producing poor test results, may have had, as an instruc- 
tor, a teacher or an administrator, whose class groupings 


were below a specific norm. 


The injury to Carleton Fisk 
could work a psychological boost 
to the Red Sox, who have been 
playing some great baseball of 
late.
